In providing Woolsey with this material I made it clear that there should 
be no reference to intelligence sources underlying the data and no 
attribution to the Agency. I said it should be kept in mind that there was 
a significant difference in size and capability between U. S. and Soviet 
ships in certain categories (heavy cruisers, guided missile cruisers, and 
amphibious ships over 600 tons) even though similar terms were used to 
identify them. Woolsey said he understood and added this was precisely 
what he needed.
